Tuefbiennial session of the General As.

Figures from the Comptroller’s report 
of Tennessee show an increvse of $57,654,- 
963 inthe valuation of property for 1888 
over 1887.

A SAD SEQUEL. 


Mary Bethune, Rendered Insane by the 
Loss of Her Husband by the Explosion 
at the Frontenac (Kas.) Mines, Cremates | 
Herself and Children in Their Cabin.

It 
was seen thatthe Borthune cabin was in 
flames, and willing hands were soon at 
work to save the inmates. The eldest 
child, a girl of nine years, succeeded in 
escaping from the flames which devoured 
the rest of the family, and her story was 
one that sent a thrill of horror through 
her hearers. She said that her mother 
sent each of the children to bed with a 
kiss, and then sat down near the stove. 
The girl could not sleep, and lay watch- 
ing her mother, who, after sitting for 
some time, took the can of coal oil and 
pouredit over herself and the bedclothes 
of the children. The grief-stricken 
woman then set fire to some paper and 
scattered it about the room, and soon the 
whole place was in flames. The daughter 
struggled ashort time with her mother in 
an endeavor to get away, but the burning 
oilon her mother’s clothes caused such 
intense heat that she soon relaxed her 
grasp. The girl finally managed to get 
out of the door, where she fell exhausted 
and frightfully burned. The cabin 
burned like tinder, and soon nothing was

A TERRIBLE DEED.. 


A Connecticut Man, After Reading of 
“Jack, the Ripper,” Kills His Wife, While 
Asleep, With an Axe. 

PORTLAND, Conn., Nov. 18.—Mrs. Ellen 
Coopei, aged thirty-two years, was found 
by a servant girl in bed yesterday morn- 
ing, with her head badly cut with an axe. 
The weapon was found lying on a pillow, 
covered with blood. The woman’s hus- 
band is a harnese-maker, and had been 
working inashopin Meriden. He came 
home two weeks ago and said he was out 
His wife mistrusted his 
They 








neglecting his work, and that if he would 
return he would be given work. Mrs. 
Cooper urged him to go back, saying 
she could not support the family. 
Cooper was drunk Friday and Saturday, 
but sober Sunday. He prepared to go 
back to work. He had quarreled with his 
wife, and had been reading an account of 
the Whitechapel murder, and was greatly 
excited. She told aneighbor that he said 
he would fix her before Monday morning 
so she would not trouble him any more. 
On Saturday night Mrs. Cooper went to 
the post-office and showed an open letter, 
claiming that the letter had been opened 
at the post-office. The postmaster said 
that the letter was in perfect order when 
he passed it out to her little boy afew 
moments before. She was greatly ex- 
cited, and made some insulting remarks, 
drawing quite a crowd. 

The murderer was arrested in Middle- 
town yesterday morning. He gave the 
letter to the chief of police, acknowl- 
edged the killing of his wife and said the 
letter justified the act, as it was froma 
prominent business man in East Hamp- 
ton and showed that his wife was unfaith- 
ful. Cooper is in jail. He says he was 
sober when he committed the deed. He 
went to bed with the axe handy and wait- 
ed until his wife was asleep. He then got 
up and struck her a blow which stunned 
her, and then finished the work with the 
edge of the axe. When he was satisfied 
she was dead he fled and was arrested as 
previously stated.

RUINED BY CALL LOANS. 


Treasurer Axworthy’s Fall, and His Efforts 
to Make Restitution. 

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 13.—Mayor Bab- 
cock yesterday gave to the press a letter 
received by him from Thomas Axworthy, 
the defaulting treasurer, written prior to 
the former’s hasty departure for Mon- 
treal, where the mayor wa3; unsuccessful 
in his attempt to secure an interview 
with him. The letter bears date October 
28, and in itthe writer says that his down- 
fall was caused by loaning on call, at the 
suggestion of prominent Cleveland 
parties, large sums of money on 
which he received the interest regularly; 
but, greatly to his surprise, when the 
principal was demanded it was not forth- 
coming, and investigation proved that 
the men, whom he supposed to be worth 
millions, could not have paid the loans 
within four months after they were made. 
There was a combination to ruin him, 
the writer says, and it succeeded admir- 
ably. Mr. Axworthy then gives a list of 
his entire belongings, estimated by 
him to be worth $879,000, and au- 
thorizes the mayor to act as his attor- 
ney in the transfer of his property to 
the city to make good, as far as possible, 
the loss sustained. His wife, he says, 
will give a quit-claim to the same for s 
nominal consideration. The listincludes 
stocks, bonds, notes, etc., many of which 
are pronounced by bankers to be worth- 
less or of trifling value. Mayor Babcock 
will probably make another trip to Mon- 








SOUTHERN GLEANINGS, 


An express train was robbed near New 
Orleans, a few nights ago, of about $30,- 
000 by a lone highwayman. The mes- 
senger and baggage-master were com- 
peled to throw up their hands at the point 
of a revolver. 

The business portion of the town of 
Lewiston, Bertie County, N. C., was 
burned a few nights ago. About twelve 
stores are reported to have been de- 
stroyed, The registration books were 
burned, which caused some trouble about 
the voting at the election. 

A score of retail merchants of Charles- 
ton, 8. C., are in jail for refusing to 
pay their city license, and others expect 
to be arrested. This move has caused 
considerable excitement in that comma- 
nity. 

At the door of Brodwell’s Hotel in 
Louisville, Ky., a few nights ago, Dan 
McDaniel shot F. H. Pitt, a lightning-rod 
agent. McDaniel made his escape. Pitt 
refused to tell what was the cause of the 
shooting. 

A fire broke out at Macon, Ga, a few 
nights ago, in the oil and paint store ot 
T. C. Burke, and after consuming tho 
entire stock, valued as $25,000, was come 
municated to the adjoining stores of 
Nussbaum, Van Sickel & Tindall, hard- 
ware dealers, of H. D. Adams & Co., 
wholesale groceries, and of Charles Tay- 
lor, furniture deaJer, all of which were 
destroyed. The estimated loss is aboat 
$125,000, about two-thirds of which is 
covered by insurance. 

The official returns of the recent guber- 
natorial election in Georgiashow that 
Governor Gordon received 122,795, with 
not much more than 400 against him. 

A difficulty occurred at Tazewell, Tenn., 
on election day between HK. F. Carr and 
H. M. Carron one side and N. M. Clapp 
0. the other. Clapp was, perhaps, fatally 
injured. Sheriff Hughes was shot in the 
hand while trying to quell the riot, 

In a riot at Owensboro, Ky., a few 
nights ago, Lieutenant Ed. Crook, chief 
of police, was stabbed in the back, per- 
haps fatally. Lee Hayden and John My- 
rick, policemen, had their weapons taken 
from them and were brutally beaten. The 
mob consisted of nearly one hundred 
men, mostly toughs from the country. 

A genuine sensation was created in 
Chattanooga, Tenn., a few evenings since, 
when W. W. Thomas wentto police head- 
quarters and gave himself up as one of 
the murderers of Colonel W. A. McWill- 
iams, who was killed at Jacksonville, 
Fia., thirteen months ago. 

A New Orleans lady sent half adozen 
designs to one of the big cotton-print 
mills at Fall River for approval, and 
some weeks later they were sent back to 
her as refused. Recently she saw the 
identical designs on some calico just re- 
ceived in New Orleans from the mill, and 
wrote an indignant letter to the mill 
owners demanding an explanation. In 
reply she received a handsome check for 
her work. 

McKendree Owen, a young man living 
at Bartlett’s Station, Ky., was killed, a 
few nights ago, by Leonard Elmore, a 
neighbor. Owen some time since wrote 
and had published an article in a local 
paper reflecting on Elmore. A feud re- 
sulted, and as the two were returning 
from the election with a crowd of friends 
the quarrel was reopened. It was ended 
by Elmore drawing his pistol and shoot- 
ing Owen through the breast. Owendied 
in afew minutes. Elmore was arrested. 
Both men are of good family and unmar- 
ried. 

A train on the Savannah & Western 
road, containing 125 passengers for the 
Macon fair, was wrecked near Ellaville, 
Ga, afew days ago. The killed are: 
Charlie Scoville, Dodge Tyson, Henry 
Martin, George Davis and John Hanover. 
4 dozen others were injured, among 
them Condnctor W. C. Singleton. 

Incendiaries set fire to and burned the 
residence of C. B. Green, a prominent 
citizen of Durham, N. C., a few mornings 
since. There was intense political feel- 
ing between the whites and negroes dur- 
ing the election and the negroes had 
threatened Green with violence. Green 
and his family barely escaped from the 
burning house with their lives. The 
white people of Durham, who accuse the 
negroes of the deed, were expecting an 
outbreak on the part of the latter. 


A horrible murder was perpetrated near 
Rockhaven, Ky., a few evenings since. 
¥.ch Hill, a farmer, shot and killed Mrs. 
Mary A. Jones, a respectable widow, un- 
der the most awful circumstances. Sev- 
eral days previous Hill went to Mrs, 
Jones’ house and attempted to take lib- 
erties with her. She ran away from home, 
and when she returned with help Hill was 
gone. The next day she had him arrest- 
ed and he was fined fifty dollars by a 
neighboring magistrate. Hill then swore 
he would kill her, and he carried out his 
threat. Mrs. Jones: was going along the 
road near her house unattended, when 
Hill, armed with a double-barreled shot- 
gun, stepped out of the bushes and lev- 
eled his gun at her. She gave a scream, 
and he fired. The shot struck her in the 
head, and she died within an hour. Hill 
escaped to the woods. A gang of armed 
men followed him, however, and two 
hours later found him concealed in a 
thicket. He was captured and taken to 
jail. There was talk of a mob, buta 
strong guard was placed around the jail. 
The greatest excitement is reported to 
exist on account of his awful crime. 


Enoch P. Wood, a prominent citizen of 
Hopkinsville, Ky., died suddenly at his 
residence a few evenings since after only 
one hour’s illness, in the seventy- third 
year of his age. 

At Dayton, Tenn., a few nights ago, 
Sidney Crozier called John Williams to 
the door of his house. Crozier then 
drew a pistol and shot Williams in the 
right side, inflicting a fatal wound. The 
shooter escaped. There was a woman in 
the case. ’ 

An East- bound freight train on the 
Kansas City, Memphis & Birmingham 
railroad, went through a trestle forty-two 
miles west of Birmingham, Ala, a few 
jays ago. Eight or ten cars were broken 
into splinters.

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GERMANY’'S GRETNA GREEN. 








A Little Island Whose Chief Industry Is 
the Tying of Nuptial Knots. 


The little rocky island of Heligo- 
land, aside from its reputation as a 
sea-bathing place, enjoys the addition- 
al one of being a sort of Gretna Green 
for loving couples of the fatherland, 
who fondly believe that they can enter 
the haven of married life without the 
numerous legal exactions and obstruc- 
tions which the strictness of the im- 
perial statutes is apt to throw in their 
way. Last year no less than forty 
couples from abroad, who had gone 
there expressly for the purpose, were 
joined in wedlock, and up to the end of 
July upward of twenty couples had 
followed their example. It is, never- 
theless, a fact that the presentation of 
the usual documents, such as certifi- 
cates of birth, the written consent of 
parents, etc., are as much required as 
on the mainland. 

The facility and expeditiousness of 
the procedure chiefly consist in that, 
under certain circumstances, the lack 
of one of the necessary papers may be 
dispensed with on a formal declaration 
upon oath, and that a single publica- 
tion of the banns on a Sunday is con- 
sidered sufficient as consistent with the 
old Frisonian custom. Thus an anx- 
ious couple may arrive Saturday fight 
and leave Monday morning happily 
united. Many of these candidates of 
wedlock take the way to Heligoland to 
escape the long legal notice, and per: 
haps also the long comments at home. 
Others, again, choose the island route 
to the hymeneal altar in order to save 
the expenses of a costly wedding and 
to have a wedding and bridal tour all 
in one. The expense of having the 
knot tied on the island is not as cheap 
as many people imagine, and certainly 
not less than two hundred marks, one- 
half of which sum goes to the officiat-

THE CURIOSITY SHOP. 


The Most Decisive Battle—It Was Fought 
in Belgium. 

Perhaps the most decisive battle of the 
world was that of Waterloo, June 18, 1815, 
when Wellington defeated Napoleon, Had 
the battle gone the other way the whole map 
of Europe would be different, as well as the 
history of the world for the last seventy 
years. But there were fourteen other decis- 
ive battles before Waterloo, a different result 
in any one of which would have changed the 
history of the world from what we know it to 
be. Every nation has its decisive battle. 
Had Saratoga and Yorktown turned out dif- 
ferently we would have been English colo- 
— and there might have been no Water- 
00, 


The Gulf Stream. 

The main Gulf stream is said to end on the 
south side of the banks of Newfoundland; at 
all events, the stream divides there, the 
larger branch crossing the Atlantic north- 
ward to the coast of northern Europe, passing 
the North cape and becoming undistinguish- 
able near Nova Zembla. Thesmaller branch 
crosses eastward, curves southward between 
the Azores and Portugal, sending out smaller 
branches into the Irish and the Mediterranean 
seas and joins the north equatorial current, 
with which it returns to the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, and 80 completes the circuit. 
Thus the most northern point reached 
is near Nova Zembla, the most south- 
ern near the equator, It touches the 
United States, Newfoundland, the British 
Isles, Norway, Portugal and Morocco, The 
equatorial currents touch the eastern coast 
of South America and the western coast of 
Africa. The Japan stream touches Japan 
and Corea, Kamschatk: and Alaska and the 
western coast of North America and the 
Mexican coast, flowing alinost as far south 
as the equator.

Four Presidential Powers. 

Article 2, section 2, of the constitution of 
the United States gives the president power 
to make treaties, by and with the advice of 
the senate; to appoint ambassadors, judges, 
etc., to all vacancies occurring during the | 
recess of the senate. Section 1 confers on 
him the power to grant pardons in all cases 
except of impeachment. By article 1, section 
9, states muy not make treaties, coin money, ; 
make anything but gold and silver a legal ' 
tendey, pass any bill of attainder, or law im- 
pairing the obiigation of a contract, or grant 
any title of nobility, levy any duty or im- 
ports or exports, except to carry out its in- 
spection laws; keep an army or a navy, or 
engage in war unless invaded. 


Square Mile and Mile Square. 

In superficies there is no difference between 
a mile square and a square mile, A govern- 
ment section of land, for instance, is a mile 
square, and is also a square mile. But two 
sections uf land are two square miles, not two 
miles square. It would take four sections to 
make two miles square, and that would be 
equal to four square miles, Thus it will be 
seen that while there is no difference in area 
between a mile square aud a square mile, 
there isa very great difference between two 
miles square and two square miles. And so 
the difference vastly increases as the num- 
bers goon. Six milessquare contains thirty- 
six square miles, 


Mention of Christ in History. 


The principal writers about the time of 
Christ were Suetorius, Tacitus, Josephus and 
Pliny. Suetorius does not mention Christ, 
at least it is not certain. Tacitus does, In 
Josephus occurs a mention of Christ, a few 
lines speaking of His divine claims; this, 
however, is now generally believed to be an 
interpolation by Eusebius, who lived in the 
Foyrth century; it certainly is not found in 
editions of Josephus dated before the time of 
Eusebius. Pliny mentions a sect of Chris- 
tians in Bithynia. 


Control of the House.

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SOUTHERN AGRICULTURAL. 





Middle Tennessee Wheat Soils. 


The intelligent farmer will find the 
following figures, copied from the 
Nashville (Tenn.) Democrat, both in- 
structive and suggestive: 

“The report of the wheat buyers of 
this city shows that fully 100,000 
bushels of wheat have been marketed 
already. The price paid is 70 and 70} 
cents. The following are some of the 
crops reported: J. H. Whipple, 30 
acres, average of $2} bushels; Geo. W. 
Latimer, 45 acres, 25 bushels; John 
Caldwell, 40 acres, 29 bushels; Jake 
Caldwell, 30 acres, 31 bushels; A. J. 
Nelms, 180 acres, $6 bushels; H. R. 
Fields, 150 acres, 40 bushels; Isabell 
Bros., 10 acres, 40 bushels, and 
48 acres, $2 bushels; Hugh Mc- 
Kinnis averaged 40 bushels, number 
of acres not given; S. E. Applegate, 22 
acres, 37 bushels; Bob Adams, Ksq., 20 
acres, 86 bushels, 18 acres of stalk 
land averaged 28 bushels per acre; J. 
D. Palmer, 30 acres, 29 bushels; C. W. 
Miles, 13 acres, 29 bushels; Joe Har- 
per, near Rives, is reported to have 
made 40 bushels on stalk land; Dr. 
Wesley Alexander, 60 acres, 30 bush- 
els.” 

There are millions of acresin the 
Southern States that will yield, with 
common tillage, over 5 bushels of 
wheat per acre, and it is an important 
problem how they can be best improved 
(if possible), so as to produce crops 
equal to those above named. Farmers 
and perhaps all others have not the 
data to estimate fairly the value of our 
best grain, grass and cotton lands. The 
rocks that yield potash, lime, phos- 
phoric and sulphuric acids to soils in 
Middle Tenne$see are more than a thou- 
sandfeet in thickness, and generally 
abound in fertilizing organic remains. 
Wheat plants, with their roots in well- 
tilled debris of these rocks, tiller re- 
markably. I have seen in one case, 
some ten years ago, 50 culms (stalks) 
bearing about 50 seed to each head and 
culm—a harvest of 2,500 seed for one 
planted. This is a much larger yield 
than the ‘writer ever saw in the 
best wheat district of Western New 
York, where he edited the Genessee 
Farmer, and studied the agricultural 
resources of the country with care and 
satisfaction. Rotten limestone soils 
in New York, as in Tennessee, some- 
times produces 60 bushels of sound 
wheat per acre. These very fruitful 
soils have no better flint sand, no bet- 
ter carbon, no better air, sunshine or 
rain-water from the clouds than 
has the poorest old field in all the 


prauviuy Craw: Ownw~ bed prnrende 
of fertilizer often adds over 2,000 
pounds to the crop. Now, tell an in- 
quiring farmer where the 1,900 pounds 
of organized matter in the crop came 
from? The crop is mainly common 
air and water; but did the air over a 
corn-field change into a fair crop of 
that cereal? Why change into wheat, 
clover, grass or cotton? What is that 
remarkable energy that uplifts from 
30 to 60 bushels of new wheat every 
year from an acre of wheat soil? In 
thirty years the United States will con- 
tain 120,000,000 consumers of bread, 
and it will be unwise to double, per- 
haps quadruple the nation’s impover- 
ished farms, while doubling its citi- 
zens to be fed and clothed from the 
fruits of its depleted lands. 

A nation of farmers should not be 
slow to breed, in addition to other or- 
ganic life, a full supply of agricultural 
statesmen to watch, guard and defend 
their interests. A man looking after 
his crops, some to be harvested, some 
to be seeded, has little time or oppor- 
tunity to oversee both State and Fed- 
eral legislation as they may saddle 
him with high taxes and call it party 
wisdom. Is it not enough to havea 
new department of agriculture with a 
seat in the Cabinet. The trouble comes 
from defective legislation in county 
courts and in the law-making powers 
in Congress and State governments. 
Give us less taxation and more honest 
dealing with our mother earth, that 
our posterity may not have to give 
hree times more labor for a bushel of 
wheat or of corn, cotton or potatoes, 
than we now give.—Daniel Lee, in Dixie 
Farmer. 
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Feeding the Early Broilers. 





The hatching of early broilers will 
soon begin, as the incubators enable 
the poultrymen to get the young chicks 
out-before Christmas. As soon as the 
chicks are hatched they must be put 
in a warm place. of ninety degrees 
temperature, and no food allowed for 
thirty-six hours after they are hatched. 
If they crowd in the brooder it indi- 
cates that the brooder is not warm 
enough, but if they spread out, and 
keep near the edges of the brooder, it 
shows that the chicks are comfortable. 

The first food should be stale bread 
dipped in fresh milk and squeezed dry, 
being placed before them in little 
troughs made of lath. Give them this 
three times a day, but keep a little 
trough of clean, granulated oatmeal 
before them all the time, so that they 
can help themselves. Three times a 
week a raw egg may be beaten 
and mixed with the bread and 
milk. Hard-boiled eggs cause bowel 
disease, and so will too much meat, 
but a little meat may be given them, 
chopped fine, twice a week. One raw 
egg for twenty-five chicks is about cor- 
rect. Mashed potato is always ex- 
celent, and after the chicks are a week 
old they may be given cracked corn 
and screenings instead of the granulat- 
ed oatmeal, which is expensive. Give 
whole wheat as soon as they are large 
enough to eat it, and green food of any 
kind may be given, though it is not es- 
sential at frat. 


If bowel disease appears, the chances 
are that the heatisinsufficient. If the 
chicks become droopy, and appear 
sleepy, look on their heads and necks 
for the large body lice. If they have 
leg weakness, the floor of the brooder 
is too warm, but if they have leg weak- 
ness with good appetites, and endeavor 
to run about on their knees, it is due 
to rapid growth, and such chicks will 
soon recover. Keep water before them, 
but they must only get their bills in to 
drink, as dampness is fatal to young 
chicks. 

Do not attempt to ventilate the 
house or brooder, unless on very 
warm, sunny days, as ventilation sim- 
ply lets in the cold. They will get all 
the cold air they should have, without 
allowing it to pour in onthem. Do 
not be afraid of keeping the chicks 
indoors, as the warmth and dryness is 
better than the cold air outside. 

The key to success is the brooder; 
the chicks should never become 
chilled. A single night’s crowding 
together may be fatal. When you go 
to the brooder in the morning, and 
find some of them dead without appar- 
ent cause, it means that they have 
crowded together for warmth and the 
life crushed out of those that were 
down. A young chick is as tender as 
a young baby, the down being no pro- 
tection. In fact, it is really naked, 
and no mode of feeding will undo the 
mischief from lack of warmth. Chicks 
from eggs laid by hens are stronger 
than those from pullets.—Farm and 
Fireside. 
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HERE AND THERE. 





—All plants that remain out during 
the winter, such as hardy roses, may 
receive a thick mulch of manure to 
advantage. 

—It is said that there are over 8,000 
different kinds of insects in the United 
States, and 310,000 different kinds in 
the world. 

—A good garden goes with a good 
farm. The garden plot should be well 
manured now, which will put it in bet- 
ter condition next spring. 

—Pigs should be pushed forward 
rapidly in growth before cold weather, 
as a matter of economy, heat being ex- 
pensive in winter. The warmer the 
weather the lower the cost of produc- 
tion. 

—In addition to the fine quality of 
their flesh the Southdowns have the 
great merit of early maturity. Rams 
of this breed cross well with all the 
long-wooled sorts, producing excelent 
lambs. 

—Cattle of all kinds should be pro- 


vided with shelter, and now is a good 
time to provide it if not already fur- 


nished. It need not always be expen- 
sive. Comfort should be the first con- 
sideration. 

—Lambs intended as next year’s 
ewes should not be bred this season, as 
it is better to give them plenty of time 
to mature. They should be separated 
from the old ewes and given an allow- 
ance of oats night and morning. 

—There is a very remarkable apple 
tree in Rockingham County, 6&6. 
C., it is said, which has borne fruit 
for a number of years, but has 
never been known to blossom. The 
fruit, while resembling an apple in size 
and general appearance, tastes like a 
pineapple. 

—Where fowls have had the privi- 
lege of a range the change from grass 
to grain is liable to cause them to be- 
come too fat, hence they should have 
some kind of bulky food when put in 
the yards. Rye is excelent, as it pro- 
vides green food late in the season. 
Avoid sudden changes of food when- 
ever possible to do so. 

—If you are troubled with lice in 
your poultry-house, dissolve some alum 
in boiling hot water and then sprinkle 
the water heavily all over the roosting 
perches, sides of the house, etc., and it 
will prove an effective cleanser. Sim- 
ple remedies, properly and trequently 
applied, are the best in the poultry 
yard, as everywhere else on the farm. 

—As to the success of grass culture 
in the South, it is now too late to hesi- 
tate to engage in this profitable indus- 
try, as it is no longer an experiment in 
any sense. Proper preparation of the 
soil, judicious selection of seed and 
careful sowing are almost certain to be 
rewarded by a good crop of hay or a 
valuable pasture for stock grazing. 

—Often dairymen are puzzled to 
know why their butter has a bad flavor 
when they have been careful to keep 
it from any thing that would taint it. 
The trouble is with the salt. While 
the butter was carefully guarded the 
salt was not, and it absorbed odor 
which spoiled the butter. 

—The sheep improves the soil, as is 
well understood, and if, in addition to 
that, we have a greater profit than we 
have from the cow, we can begin to 
realize that there is a great deal in the 
old Spanish adage that ‘“‘the sheep's 
foot is golden,” though that originally 
applied to the improvement of the 
soil. 

—The American Pomological Society 
will hold its twenty-second biennial 
session a Sanford, Orange County, Fla., 
convening on February 6, 1889. This 
is the announcement of the executive 
committee of the Florida Horticultu- 
ral Society in response to whose invi- 
tation the National society hold their 
next meeting in Florida. 

—Hogs are expensive unless well 
bred. The best breeds of hogs are 
quiet, seldom restless and sleep a great 
portion of their time. The quiet hog 
is the one that converts the food into 
fat. The more active the hog the 
greater the cost. Dry quarters, with 
close shelter from the winds and soft 
bed of straw, will pay nearly ag well 





as the preparation of the food.

—No grain shot! be sown with the 
grass seed. It will pay in the end te 
give the grass seed the best chance. 

—Seed that is suspected to be in- 
fested with insects should be put in a 
tight box or paper sack and treated 
with chloroform or carbon bi-sulphide 
until the insects are dead, before the 
seed is planted.— Rural New Yorker. 


—To be fed economically, cattle 
must be fed regularly, carefully and 
liberally; and it does not pay to feed 
unsound corn or damaged hay. Cat- 
tle when fattening require much wa- 
ter, and this they must have when 
they want it. ; 

—The first point in making cheap 
pork is to get the hog to market in 
the shortest possible time. The same 
food makes more pork in early fall 
than in midwinter, for less of the food 
is used to produce animal heat.— 
American Agriculturist. 


—Cornmeal Pancakes.—One pint of 
fine cornmeal, four  tablespoonfuls 
of wheat flour, one quartof milk, three 
eggs, pinch of salt. Mix the salt and 
flour with the milk, beat the eggs very 
light and add them. Bake on a hot 
griddle and serve hot with fresh but 
ter.
